Paris, Aug. 6. N.S. As foon asthe Court is out of 
Mourning for the King of Pruffia, they will go into 
fix Weeks Mourning for the Qu:en Dowager of 
Spain. M. Herault, Counfellor of the State and In- 
tendant of the Generaliry of Paris, dy’d here the 2d, 
aged 50, univerfally lamented, and is fucceeded by 
M. d' Argenſon, a Privy Counfellor and Secretary to 
the Duke of Orleans. The fame Day died here the 
Duchefs of Richelieu, aged 30, as did the Day be- 
forc M. du Bois, the King’s private Secretary and for- 
merly Surveyor of the Bridges and Caufeys, aged 91. 
There are particular Leyers from Baftia whic’ fay,

They write from Caffel, that a Treaty of Subfidy 
is conc.uded between the King of Sweden, a» Land- 
gave of Heffe-Caffel, and the King of Great Brivain ; 
by which bis Swedith Maj-fty engages to furnith his 
Britannick Majefty with 6000 Men, to be ready for 
a March upon the firfl Ord: rs. 

They write from Lisbon, that M. Chavigni, the 
French Ambaflador, has a Commiffion to negociate a 
Treaty of Commerce with Portugal. 

*Tis reported at Berlin, that his Pruflian Majefly 
intends to take a Tour to Hanover, with the Queen 
hie Mother, about che latrer End of Auguft, or Be- 
ginning of September, in order to make a Vifit 'o the 
King of Great Britain: “Tis added, thatthe Earl of 
Scrafford is arrived there from Hanover, and has been 
gracioufly receiv'd by his Pruffian Maj ftv. 

The Difoutes betwixt the Genoe‘e R epublick and 
the King of Sardinia are in Terms of an Accom- 
modation , and feveral Perfons have been apprehended 
on both Sides, who had help'd to fument thofe Diffc- 
rences by greundlefs Infi suations.
